Origin of Some ot 
Our Common 


AVorda and PhrasCM. 


Philologists trace the word "hurrah"— 


or "hurray," the older form—back to the 
tvarcry of the Norse vikings, which was 
"Tur Hifr" or, being translated, "Thor 
aid." 
"Humbug" is traced to the Irish 


"uitn bog." pronounced "hum bug" and 
meaning bogus money. James II coined 
debased money from his mint in Dublin, 
the 20 shilling piece being worth only 
twopence, and the people called it "uim 
bog." 


''Before you can say Jack Kobrason" 


owes its origin, to foolish. John Robinson, 
•who -when he called on bis friends always 
was in such a hurry that he would be off 
again, without giving his tost scarcely 
time to pronounce his name. When the 
Spanish armada came to the coasts of 
England, many of the ships were driven 
by the fierce attack of Drake aud How- 
ard and the fury of the elements north to 
the Holder river and south to the Skelcler 
river—the Scheldt—hence the expression 
"belter skelter." The Latin word for a 
bare is lepus. The Norman knights w.bo 
came into England with William the 
Conqueror pronounced it "le puss," and 
"puss" the rabbit and hare are called iu 
England to this day. From calling a hare 
and rabbit puss the name came to be ap- 
plied to cats, and so it is used in this 
country and in England. 
So wht-ii yon 


call your house cat "puss, puss," you are 
simply speaking decapitated Latin. 


Once there was a sign painter in Che- 


shire working for one of the county fam- 
ilies who made a frantic attempt to paint 
a lion rampant for the fainily crest.

Dle rc.id more advertisements than any 
other people in the world. A largo part 
of tho time snatched from reading ad- 
rertisomcnts is doubtless spent in look- 
tip; at posters. There are nearly 35 
nilcs of billposter stands, ten feet 
,iigh, in and around Greater New York, 
rmd more than 200 men make their liv- 
ing by putting up, repairing and past- 
Ing bills on these Ixnrds. 


The actual work of putting up the 


postors is not nearly M> oasy as it 
loohs. Tho men bocomo mnrvelously 
Hkillful at it, but It takos six wooks 
to two months to toach the quickest of 
them, and many men can never loaru 
lo tlo tho work neatly. Tho now hands 
nre sont out at ttrst \\lth nn oxpori- 
oncod man to mako tho rounds with 
him urvtil thoy loarn thoir worl* Those 
"rotitos," as thoy arc callod, aro tbo <lif- 
foront (liMrlots Into which the hlllpost- 
or oompanloa divide up (he city.

sent out as soon as it Is over to repair 
any damage that may have been done. 
The companies are obliged to/keep the 
posters to good condition, so- that torn, 
ones have to be constantly replaced 
and patched. 


Every big poster is made up of a 


number of separate sheets. There may 
be 6, 12, 24 or more sheets in any indi- 
vidual poster, but these sheets are the 
unit upon which the size and cost of 
the poster are calculated. The trick of 
posting is to put these sheets up neatly 
and rapdily. An experienced billpost- 
er will place sheets together as high as 
tie can reach with his brush so perfect- 
ly that is almost impossible to realize 
that the poster is not in one piece and 
will handle the flapping sheet of paper 
more cleverly on the end of his brush 
than most people could --with both 
hands. 


The old fashioned billboards were 


temporary structures made of wood. 
Kow galvanized Iron is used, and the 
signboards are put up with the greatest 
care. One company has two inspectors, 
who visit its signboards-every week to 
report on their condition. A small corps 
of carpenters is kept continually busy 
in repairing the stands as well as in 
putting up new boards and taking down 
old ones. 


The underside of billposting is the 


work which is carried on by the "snip- 
ers." 
They are tbe men who go round 


after dark with buckets of paste and 
rolls of posters and without any right 
stick up bills anywhere and every-. 
where, "brightening the dark places," 
The Billposters' ^Magazine calls it 
These men are responsible for the deco- 
rated ash barrels and telegraph poles 
and rubbish heaps. Reputable compa- 
nies seldom have anything to do with 
these men, who work independently 
and are generally employed by the 
smaller theatrical companies. 
They 


have a good many ingenious schemes 
for getting their posters up. One is a 
hammer with a handle about eight feet 
long and a strong magnet for the head. 
The "sniper" puts a tack through a 
poster, places the bead of the tack 
against the hammer, when tbe magnet 
holds it, and then sticks the sign up in 
some inaccessible corner, whence a lad- 
der is needed to get it down. Whenev- 
er a house is torn down or a new build- 
ing put up there is a chance for the 
bill poster, and the companies have 
moii who do nothing but watch the 
whole city for chances of this kind. 


Almost every kind df advertising has 


been done on billboards, from political 
doctrines to patent medicines, but the 
business which is most dependent on 
this sort of advertising is, as every- 
body knows, the circus. —New York 
Tost.

I read disgust on bis face be- 
fore he had finished, but he did not have 
nn opportunity to speak before the Chi- i 
nese commenced an earnest and emphatic 
harangue to tbe newcomer. Of course 
tbe Mongolian bad tried the same thing 
on all of us, but this was tbe first time he 
was understood. As he finished, or rath- 
er slowed down after the first spurt.

sickly smile, "this is a Chinese soldier.

Whet the Government Does TVltH 


Unclaimed Money Orders. 


"What becomes of all the money orders 


which are never presented for payment?'1 
asked a Washington business man of a 
postal official. 
"Every lew days we re- 


ceive letters from our customers saying 
that they have forwarded orders for 
goods, but the orders have never reached 
our hands. And this is true of every 
large mail order house iu Washington." 


"They disappear in various ways," was 


the reply. "Some are burned or torn up 
instead of the receipts, and this is par- 
ticularly true of iuteunational money or- 
ders," where the receipts are of the same 
sixe of the order, only white in color. 
Some are sent in letter? which are not ad- 
dressed at all or are incorrectly addressed, 
and these, together with thousands of 
other orders, find their way to the dead 
letter office. Ultimately mos>t of these let- 
ters find their way back to tlie remitters, 
or duplicates are applied for. 


"The British government utilizes as a 


source of postal revenue all of the money 
iu its hands which is not paid out to meet 
money orders upon presentation and de- 
rives, about $30.000 annually therefrom. 
Our government does not attempt to do- 
rive any profit from this source, and tho 
money is turned into the treasury, where 
it is held in trust, as it were, to meet 
these obligations. 
The government has 


no desire to chiiru or confiscate this mon- 
ey, and it will pay its obligations in the 
form of a money order at any time upon 
presentation, upon satisfying itself, in the , 
instance of a long lapse of years, that 
there has been uo previous payment by 
duplicate or otherwise. In Great Britain, 
1 believe, this money becomes forfeited to 
the government after a certain number of 
years—four, I think. The British govern- 
ment, evidently proceeds upon the theory 
that if a holder of a money order or the 
sender does not seek to cash the order 
within a reasonable time the government 
can put it to good advantage by applying 
the amount to its own use. Such a prac- 
tice undoubtedly facilitates the business 
of the government's end of the contract 
nnd is strictly legal if authorized by law. 
In nearly all'money transactions there is 
a limitation upon the validity of cny 
Toucher which represents cash as to its 
time for presentation. Even n note pay- 
able without date is barred by the statute 
of limitations in the various states. 


"There is today an accumulation of 


over $2.500,000 in the treasury of these 
unclaimed money orders which has been 
gradually piling up during the years the 
govetnuient has been conducting a money 
order business. With each individual oq- 
der the government has made n special 
effort to effect payment to the payee or 
restore the amount to the remitter, nnd, 
failing, can do naught but keep the 
amount. The fact that 50,000 duplicate 
orders are annually issued would appear 
to indicate that the American people are 
extremely careless in the handling of 
these money vouchers. Where the orig- 
iuals go or how they are disposed of 
would fiH a volume. 


"A single order may be Issued up to 


$100 in amount, nnd the average is about 
$7.!>0, the smaller offices issuing the great 
bulk of orders and the larger offices cash- 
ln? OT» per cent of them. 


"Traveling men, actors, circni men, 


railroad employee* nnd other* 
business requires them to move from 
place to plnro arc very fond of buying or- 
ders payable to themselves. They cnntiot 
upend nn order ns n bill, nnd na no one 
but themselves or the indorsees may so- 
eure (hr» amount of the orders they "are 
just that much nhcnd when' they get .into 
the next town, making themselves their 
own hankers, with the government an a 
<li-po<«ltory. Somptimp* nn nctor or » cir- 
m* man will present a dozen orders at 
tho close of Hie «pason which he hni 
bought from time to time, «nd their 
amount r*pre»ent§ MTlngi which other-
